Saturday, Auguſt 12, This Afternoon was alarmed with 
the News of a Family Diſaſter. My dear Friend H's Bro- 
ther going to find a Horſe that was loſt in the Woods, 
was loſt himſelf, and many Guns ſhot after him for'ſeve- 
ral Days, but in vain. I endeayoured to give Thanks to 
God for this and every Thing that befals me, becauſe it 
is his Will, and reſolved to ſet out for Savannah imme- 
diately, knowing what Concern my dear Friend H. muſt 
be in at ſo ſudden a Loſs. Bleſſed be GOD for this and 
all. Croſſes. Father thy Will be done in, by, and upon me for 
Time and for Eternity. | 

In the Evening, becauſe I was to go about Midnight, 
I gave Notice I would preach as well as expound, at 
which almoſt all the Inhabitants were preſent; for many 
were obliged to ſtand without the Door. The Leſſon was 
very applicable to my Circumſtances. Ir was the firſt of 
St. James wherein the Apoſtle bids us rejoice when wwe fall 
into divers Temptations. GoD enabled me to enlarge on 
it pretty much. I told the People that Gop called me 
and I muſt away, at which ſome wept. Oh GOD how 
doſt thou follow me with thy Bleſſings wherever thou ſendeſt 
mel” I looked for Perſecution, but lo!

Sunday, Aug. 1 3. Being diſappointed of going by the Boat 
laſt Night, I read Prayers and preached to my dear little 
Flock twice, which cauſed great Joy among them.

Before I left Savannah, the Leſſon 
appointed for the Morning, was St. Pauls Shipwreck, out 
of the Acts, and before I left Charles-Town, the Leſſon 
was the firſt of Jonah, both which made ſuch a deep 
Impreſſion upon me, that I wrote to my Friend Haber- 
ſham, to acquaint him I yas apprehenſive we ſhould have 
a dangerous Voyage: Since I have been on Board, what 
St. Paul ſaid to his Companions, © That he perceived their 
“ Voyage would be to their great Damage,” has frequently - 
been preſsd upon my Heart; and Gop has now ſhewn 
me wherefore he gave me theſe previous Notices. For 
on Tueſday Night laft, after we had failed 150 Miles, the 
laſt twenty four Hours, about Eleven o Clock aroſe a fud- * 
den violent Ea Wind, which continu'd till about Four 
in the Morning, and put all the Sailors to their Wits ' 
End. Moft of them declared they never had ſeen the 
like before. The main Sail Was flit in feveral Pieces, and 
ſeveral of the other Sails, and much of the Tackling all 
to Tatters; not a dry Place was to be found in all the Ship: 
The Captain's Hammock, in the great Cabbin, was half 
filled with Water; and though I lay in the moſt dry Part
